Captain Sigsbee’s statement that the 
divers have been down aft seven aays 
and forward four days gave the navy 
department the first information of the 
time that the divers had been in the 
vicinity of the “zone of explosion,” as 
he has termed it. 
The zone is confined to

the divers have been dow n aft for the 
last week, their work forward in the 
vicinity of the large magazine has been 
in progress only four day, which pre­ 
sumably begun on Monday and included 
yesterday. 
The statement in the Sigsbee dispatch 
that “friends of the dead should under­ 
stand we are in the tropics,” is under­ 
wood at the navy department to refer to 
to the navy deportment to refer to the 
the urgent pleas of relatives of the dead 
that they ne brought to the United 
States. 
These appeals continue to be 
received hero, ana while they excite the 
deepest sympathy of officials, no hope 
am be held out that the dead can be 
brought back.

There are circumstances which, if 
they could be made known, would end 
such appeals and would show that the 
department has not been wanting in a 
desire to bring the remains to this coun­ 
try.
